trial with the promise of more dra­ 
matics yet to come. 
His next move will be made to­ 
morrow when his legal staff ap­ 
pears before a federal judge oui 
a re-hearing of his application for 
a retroactive injunction to annul 
the action of the court of impeach­ 
ment.

Sign of General Unrest 


“Of all sad words of tongue, or pen, 
The saddest are these: ‘It might have been’.” 
Ten months ago when J. C. Walton took the oath of of­ 
fice as governor of Oklahoma, tile News in an editoral wish­ 
ing him a successful administration, pointed out that 
there 
were some things that might be done to enhance 
the 
pros­ 
perity of the state, especially that of the farmers and stated 
that in spite of all that had been said .about 
him 
Walton 
might prove himself a second Jim Hogg. 
The opportunity 
was here and the News sincerely hoped that he would prove 
himself big enough to rise to it,thus leaving a name on the 
pages of Oklahoma history comparable to that of the illust­ 
rious Texan for whom we have from our early boyhood days 
had such a profound admiration. 
Hogg had applied himself solely to the 
interest 
of his 
people. 
He thought nothing of his own future and made no 
effort to build*up a political machine, yet no other governor 
of Texas today lives in the hearts of his people as does Jim 
Hogg. 
However, Walton did not follow in the steps of the 
great Texan. 
Apparently Tie thought only of his own inter­ 
ests and political future. 
Being a man of inordinate vanity 
he was easily flattered by those who received favors or ex­ 
pected to receive them and was soon in the midst of a satur­ 
nalia of extravagance and prodigality unparalled in the his­ 
tory of this state. 
His record is too well known to 
need 
a 
recievw in this column. One act after another verified fears ex­ 
pressed before he was elevated to the executive’s chair and he 
sought to stem the opposition by force and silence criticism by 
threats. 
It is hard to understand how any man could so far 
mistake the spirit of the American people as to think for a 
moment that he could follow the tactics of a czar of Russia 
or af Lenine and Trotsky and survive, but Walton evidently 
believed that he could. The miserable fiasco of martial law 
and his attempt to prevent the election of October 2 is suf­ 
ficient answer to his attempt. 
Instead of working for the upbuilding of the state, Wal­ 
ton slandered her fair name and this slander reachd the 
farthest corner of the land. Oklahoma was again the laugh­ 
ing stock of the nation all because the governor 
had 
pro­ 
claimed it was in a state of insurrection and rebellion and 
required the application of the strong arm of 
militarism 
to 
end it. 
It was not long until the world began to suspect that 
there was another side to the controversy. The people submit­ 
ted to the dictatorship until the opportunity came to brain it 
with the ballot box and the state thus proved that it was 
truly American in its respect for the forms o f‘law. This was 
sufficient answer to the charges of the governor that the laws 
were a dead letter in Oklahoma. 
Oklahoma today stands vindicated in the eyes of the 
country. No blood was shed in the peaceful revolt against 
the tyranny of the executive and the people restrained them­ 
selves in the face of the utmost provocation. 
The curtain has been rung down on the ghastly tragedy 
and the chief actor will be remembered chiefly for his broken 
promises, and a man who put his own interests above those 
of the people, who hoping for better things elevated him to 
the governor’s chair. He cannot be held up as a martyr to' a 
cause, for the evidence against him was so strong that even hi6 
strongest supporters were driven from him when it came to 
voting on the charges. He is a man who had a great oppor­ 
tunity but was not big enough to rise to it. He might have 
gone down in history as the man who made Oklahoma great 
but he will be remembered only as the man who trailed her 
honor in the dust. 
We do not rejoice in the downfall of Walton or any 
other man. The tragedy of a broken man is not a thing to 
exult over, for a human life and a good name are beyond 
estimating. The whole thing is another case of a man reap­ 
ing what he sowed only Walton’s reaping time came sooner 
than those of some others. No man can sow to the wind and 
not reap the whirlwind. The law of retribution is one of the 
most inflexible laid down by nature and from it there is no 
escape.

little justification for reports that 
“a condition of unrest existed in 
these territories.”

’‘Political 
activity 
has 
been 
marked during the year,” Genera! 
McIntyre said, “ both in the Phil­ 
ippine Islands and in Porto Rico. 
This has led many people in the 
fJnited 
States 
to 
believe that a 
condition of unrest existed in thesd 
territories, which is very far from 
the fact. Both Porto Rico and the 
Philippine Islands have 
received 
during the past year greater bene­ 
fits from the United States than at 
any time in the past, and 
these 
benefits have been, more generally 
appreciated.” 
* 
I 
Regarding 
economic 
conditions 
prevailing in the Philippines during 
the fiscal year ended June 
30, 
1923, the report declared “progress 
toward 
normal 
conditions” 
had 
been continued. 
I 
* 
“The year has been one of gen­ 
eral prosperity,*” the General con­ 
tinued. “The first six months of 
the calendar year 1923 show a ma­ 
terial betterment in foreign trade. 
For this period *the total -shipmen* 
of domestic products was $67,109,- 
679 of which $50,470,807 came to 
the United States: the imports were 
$41,776,348, of which $24,106,133 
came from the United States. 
“The showing in the sugar in­ 
dustry was particularly favorable. 
The total value of sugar exported 
was $26,500,000 out of total ex­ 
ports slightly exceeding 
$67,000,- 
000/ 
“This excellent showing in the 
sugar 
industry, 
compared 
with 
former years, was due to the mod­ 
ern mills erected in the Islands in 
recent years largely as result of 
free admission of their sugar into 
the United States.” 
General McIntyre also 
declared 
that the “ rehabilitation of the cur­ 
rency system” of the 
Philippines 
“was completed during the period 
covered” by his report—June 30, 
1922 to June 30. 
1923. 
Entire 
credit for this 
improvement, 
he 
added, is given to “ the advantag­ 
eous market in the United States 
for Philippine government bonds’’ 
and products. 
Speaking of the economic situa­ 
tion in Porto Rico, the report said: 
“The economic situation in Porto 
Rico is, compared to former years, 
excellent. This by no means implies 
that the serious 
economic 
prob­ 
lem resulting from the overpopula 
tion has been partially solved, so 
that continues to be the one press­ 
ing problem in Porto 
Rico. 
This 
would be partially m& if the ship­ 
ping lines between 
the 
United 
States and Porto Rico had adequate 
passenger facilities, particularly for 
steerage passengers. 
“There is 
little doubt that if 
such 
facilities 
were

the passenger traffic between For- j

tenfold. The excess of labor would | 
receive in the UnHed States per­ 
manent and seasonal employment if ?

“Very little has been accomplish­ 
ed in developing in Porto 
Rico 
industries which might give em­ 
ployment to the people at home. 
Island Revenues Increased 
“Owing to the great liberality 
with which Porto Rico has feen 
treated by Congress in an econom­ 
ic way, the revenues of the island , 
have in recent years materially in- I 
creased. Tho budget for the fiscal 


year ending June 30, 1924, was 
based 
on 
estimated 
revenues 
of 
$12,000,000. This is about 
four 
times the revenues of 15 years ago 
and a little less than three times 
what they were IO years ago. OJ 
his $12,000,000 approximately, of 
revenues nearly $10,000,000 
are 
rom sources which elsewhere ac* 
crue to the United States Treas- 
iry, being customs receipts, intern­ 
al revenue receipts, United States 
internal revenue imposed on Porto 
Rican products in the United States 
and income taxes. 
. 
“This rapid increase in the reve­ 
nues of the island has resulted in 
i material increase In appropria­ 
tions in the several necessary ser­ 
vices and has not been unaccom­ 
panied by the extravagances cus: 
tomary under such conditions. 
“ In the last year the 
munici­ 
palities of the island 
have also 
planned material improvements and 
have issued a total of 
approxi­ 
mately 
$10,000,000 
of 
bonds 
in 
the United States for 
this 
pur­ 
pose. 
The 
proper expenditure of 
public funds thus secured imposes 
au obligation on the 
government 
somewhat the more difficult of ful­ 
filling because in the past there 
has been relatively little of .this 
work carried on in Porto Rico. If 
the work is efficiently done and 
the money expended with care, the 
past year will be a record year in 
the progress of Porto Rico.” 
General McIntyre 
recommended 
that efforts be renewed in the 68th 
Congress to increase the 
sal.* 
of all insular officers appointed I 
the President of the United States. 
When the Organic laws of Pc 
Rico and the Philippines were en 
acted, tho report said, the salaries 
of these officials were fixed on a 
basis too low even for that time 
and with the passage of the years 
following the evil effects of low 
salaries 
have 
become even 
more 
marked. A specific recommendation 
is made for an increase in the sal­ 
ary paid 
the Governor pf Porto 
Rico.

come. It has been known for months that the pay rolls have 
been crowded with men who were utterly incompetent or else 
did nothing to earn their salaries, to say nothing olr some with 
shady reputations.
